AFTER COSPONSORS OF FRIENDLY KHMER RES CHANGED TEXT. 

PRINCIPALLY TO ACCOMMODATE SYG WALDHEIM. THEY FOUND SEVERAL 
DELS (SPECIFICALLY KENYA. JAMAICA. NIGERIA) TO BE UNHAPPY 
ABOUT LANGUAGE IN SECOND OP PARA THAT PUTS EQUAL BURDEN ON 
"MEMBERS STATES" AND "SYG" TO FACILITATE TALKS. 

COSPONSOR REPS (INDONESIA, JAPAN, THAILAND) EXPLAINED TO 
SYG PROBLEMS CREATED AND ASKED HIS AGREEMENT TO DELETE 
"MEMBER STATES". SYG, WISHING MAINTAIN NEUTRALITY, 

AGAIN STRESSED HE WOULD BE EMBARRASSED IF HE WERE SINGLED 
OUT TO USE HIS GOOD OFFICES AND WERE UNABLE SUBSEQUENTLY 
TO ACT EFFECTIVELY. NEW LANGUAGE WAS EVENTUALLY WORKED OUT 
WHICH WOULD "REQUEST SYG TO LEND APPROPRIATE ASSISTANCE TO 
PARTIES," AND ASIANS ARE SEEKING AGREEMENT OF OTHER

IRANIAN AMB HOVEYDA AND EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID SOUGHT US

FREE ZONE (MENFZ) WHICH HAD BEEN REVISED TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT 
VIEWS OF OTHER ARAB GOVTS. THEY SAID ORIGINAL DRAFT WAS 
NOT ACCEPTABLE TO SOME GOVTS AND THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE 
SENTIMENT AMONG ARB DELS THAT RES SHOULD TAKE STRONG 
SUBSTANTIVE POSITION ON MENFZ IDEA AND FIRM STAND ON NPT 
ADHERENCE. AMB MARTIN WONDERED WHETHER IT WAS APPROPRIATE 
AT OUTSET TO ASK REGIONAL STATES TO ASSUME SPECIFIC 
RESPONSIBILITIES BEFORE MATTER CONSIDERED FURTHER AND BEFORE 
OBLIGATIONS PROVED ACCEPTABLE TO IMPORTANT STATES IN REGION. 
MARTIN DOUBTED THAT CALLING FOR "IMMEDIATE ACCESSION" TO NPT BY 
KEY STATES IN REGION AS "ESSENTIAL FIRST STEP" WOULD SERVE 
OBJECTIVES OF MENFZ COSPONSORS AND THOUGHT IT SEEMED 
ADVISABLE TO PROCEED WITH MEASURES COMPLEMENTARY TO NPT. 
MEGUID STATED ISRAEL MUST SHOW GOOD FAITH BY RATIFYING 
NPT IN ORDER FOR MENFZ PROPOSAL TO SUCCEED. MARTIN ALSO 
WONDERED ABOUT CALLING FOR AGREEMENT TO CERTAIN ACTIONS 
BEFORE GEOGRAPHICAL LIMITATIONS ESTABLISHED AND HAD QUESTIONS 
ABOUT TREATMENT OF TRANSIT ISSUE. ASKED WHY PARA PROVIDING 
FOR PRELIMINARY CONSULTATIONS AMONG REGIONAL STATESHAD 
BEEN DROPPED, MEGUID EXPLAINED THAT, OTHER THAN IN 
CONTEXT OF GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE, ARAB STATES WERE UNWILLING 
TO NEGOTIATE DIRECTLY WITH ISRAEL; BECAUSE OF THIS, REVISED 
DRAFT CALLS ON UN SYG TO ASCERTAIN VIEWS OF PARTIES CONCERNED

DISARMAMENT ITEMS— 

IN DISCUSSION OF DISARMAMENT ITEMS, CHOU NAN (CHINA) SAID 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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HE DOES NOT YET HAVE INSTRUCTIONS ON WDC BUT PERSONALLY 
FOUND FAULT WITH DRAFT RES'S FAILURE TO PROVIDE AS LAST 
YEAR FOR CONSENSUS PROCEDURE AND EQUAL FOOTING STATUS OF 
NUCLEARS AND NON-NUCLEARS. HE THOUGHT PRC WOULD PREFER CALL 
FOR FURTHER STUDY OF GOVT VIEWS ON WDC BUT MIGHT ACCEPT 
SOME REFERENCE TO EXAMINATION OF CONDITIONS AS BASIC MANDATE 
OF COMITE. CHINA REGARDED SOVIET ENMOD PROPOSAL AS PURELY 
PROPAGANDISTIC, DIVERSIONARY MOVE, AND ATTEMPT TO COVER UP 
SOVIET FAILURE TO DISARM. CHOU SEEMED TO ACCEPT PROBABILITY 
MOST IF NOT ALL NON-ALIGNED WOULD SUPPORT 
PROPOSAL EVEN IF THEY SAW THROUGH ITS MOTIVATION. HE 
PERSONALLY FELT FINNISH PROPOSAL FOR SYG STUDY OF NUCLEAR 
FREE ZONES WAS TOO TEORETICAL. CHINA'S ABHORENCE OF LAST 
YEAR'S SOVIET REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS PROPOSAL WAS 
SO GREAT THAT IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE TO APPROVE 
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ANYTHING HAVING ITS ORIGIN IN THAT PROPOSAL, SUCH AS 
EXPERTS GROUP REPORT, CHOU SAID. 

KEVIN (AUSTRALIA) GAVE DELOFF COPY OF REVISED CTB RES, 

DRAFTED PRIMARILY BY AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND, WHICH 
INCORPORATED MEXICAN SUGGESTIONS. HE SEEMED CONFIDENT 
CANADA AND IAPAN WOULD AGREE TO COSPONSOR RES AND CONSIDERED 
IT LIKELY, IN VIEW OF MEXICAN APPROVAL OF TEXT, THAT 
MEXICO WOULD NOT TABLE DRAFT OF ITS OWN THIS YEAR.
